The  Eules  and  Eegulations  for  Volunteer  Training 
Corps  contained  in  this  volume  are  issued  by  the  Central 
Association  for  the  direction  and  instruction  of  all  ranks ; 
they  embrace,  and  in  some  cases  amend,  all  the  orders 
and  decisions  circulated  up  to  this  date.  From  the 
date  of  their  publication  every  Volunteer  will  be  bound 
by  the  Eegulations  contained  herein,  and  it  will  be 
assumed,  as  is  the  regulation  in  the  Army,  that  all  are 
familiar  with  their  terms;  ignorance  of  regulations  is 
no  excuse  for  their  breach. 

Eeference  will  be  by  paragraph,  and  the  number  will 
be  quoted  in  any  order  issuing  from  the  Central 
Association. 

Volunteers  are  expected  to  loyally  accept  these 
Eegulations,  and  to  carry  them  out  in  accordance  with 
the  best  traditions  of  His  Majesty's  Army.

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SECTION   I. 


AUTHORITY    AND    RECOGNITION. 

Para. 

1.  Lord  Desborough  (President,  C.A.V.T.C.)  received  ^^ 
the  following  letter  in  acknowledgment  of  the  report  he  Vol 
forwarded  to  His  Majesty  the  King  on  the  progress  of  ' 
the  Volunteer  Training  scheme :  — 

''  Royal  Pavilion,  Aldershot  Camp. 

My  dear  Desborough, — The  King  desires  me  to  thank 
you  for  your  letter  of  the  8th  instant.  He  is  delighted 
to  read  your  satisfactory  report  of  the  progress  of  the 
Volunteer  Training  scheme.

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6.  OBJECTS  OF  THE  CENTRAL  ASSOCIATION. 

1.  To  assist  recruiting  for  the  Regular  and  Territorial  of*["e* 
Army.  Association. 

2.  To  encourage  men  not  of  age  for  service  in  the 
Regular  Forces,  or,  if  of  age  for  Service,  who  have  a 
genuine  reason  for  not  joining  the  Regular  Army  (in  the 
latter  case  they  must  sign  the  form  of  undertaking 
mentioned  in  the  War  Office  letter  to  Lord  Desborough, 
dated  the  19th  November,  1914,  see  below),  to  form 
themselves  into  Volunteer  Corps  in  order  to  learn,  in 
their  spare  time,  the  elements  of  military  drill,  and  rifle 
shooting. 

3.  To  organise  the  various  Volunteer  Corps  through- 
out the  country  into  Battalions  and  Regiments,  taking 
as  the  geographical  basis  of  such  Organisation  the 
County  area ;  to  provide  Rules  and  Regulations  for  such 
Volunteer  Corps ;  to  secure  their  military  efficiency ;  to 
act  as  a  connecting  link  between  them  and  the  War 
Office  and  to  enforce  such  Regulations  as  the  War  Office 
may  issue.

My  Lord, — In  confirmation  of  the  arrangements  made  Amy  Council 
with  you  in  various  interviews,  I  am  commanded  to  Recognition. 
inform  you  that  the  Army  Council  are  prepared  to  grant 
recognition  to  the  Central  Association  Volunteer  Train- 
ing Corps,  as  long  as  a  responsible  officer  approved  by  the 
War  Office  is  its  adviser,  and  the  Council  will  extend 
that  recognition  to  such  Volunteer  Forces  and  Rifle 
Clubs,  etc.,  as  may  become  affiliated  to  your  Association, 
and  decide  to  abide  by  your  rules. 

The  following  rules  have  been  framed  as  the  conditions 
under  which  the  Army  Council  are  prepared  to  grant 
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recognition  to  your  Association,  and  to  those  which  may 
be  affiliated  thereto:  — 

1.  It  is  to  be  clearly  understood  that  only  the  names 
of  those  can  be  registered  who  are  not  eligible  through 
age  to  serve  m  the  Regular  or  Territorial  Army,  or  are 
unable  to  do  so  for  some  genuine  reason  which  is  to  be 
recorded  in  the  Corps  Register ;  in  the  case  of  the  latter, 
they  must  agree  in  writing  to  enlist  if  specially  called 
upon  to  do  so. 

2.  No  arms,  ammunition  or  clothing  will  be  supplied 
from  public  sources,  nor  will  financial  assistance  be 
given. 

3.  There  may  be  uniformity  of  dress  among  members 
of  individual  organisations  provided  that  no  badges  of 
rank  are  worn,  and  provided  that  the  dress  is  distinguish- 
able from  that  of  Regular  and  Territorial  Units. 

4.  Members  of  recognised  organisations  will  be  allowed 
to  wear  as  a  distinctive  badge  a  red  armlet  of  a  breadth 
of  three"^'  inches  with  the  letters  G.  R.  inscribed  thereon. 
The  badge  will  be  worn  on  the  left  arm  above  the  elbow. 

5.  The  accepted  military  ranks  and  titles  will  not  be 
used  or  recognised,  and  no  uniform  is  to  be  worn  except 
when  necessary  for  training. 

6.  No  form  of  attestation  involving  an  oath  is  per- 
mitted. 

7.  It  will  be  open  to  Army  Recruiting  Officers  to  visit 
the  Corps  at  any  time  and  to  recruit  any  members  found 
eligible  for  service  with  the  Regular  Army  whose  pre- 
sence in  the  Corps  is  not  accounted  for  by  some  good  and 
sufficient  reason. 

A  circular  letter,  of  which  a  copy  is  attached,  is  being 
sent  to  all  those  corps  which  have  applied  to  the  War 
Office  on  various  questions  dealing  with  their  formation.

"  Sir, — I  am  commanded  by  the  Army  Council  to  (a.'g.i.). 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  undated,  and  in  ^0/5/15. 
reply  to  the  questions  contained  therein  to  inform  you 
that  men  of  military  age  who  join  a  Volunteer  Corps  are 
asked  to  sign  an  undertaking  to  join  the  Army  if 
specially  called  upon  to  do  so,  in  order  to  show  that 
they  are  not  using  the  Volunteer  Movement  in  order  to 
shirk  the  greater  responsibilities.  This  undertaking  is 
not  a  mere  formality,  and  a  man  signing  it  is  expected 
to  fulfil  his  obligation.  If  a  man  who  may  be  called 
upon  is  not  in  a  position  to  fulfil  his  engagement,  he  can 
leave  the  Corps. 

"  I  am  to  refer  you  to  the  following  extract  from  Mr. 
Tennant's  speech  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday, 
1st  instant:  — 

'  In  cases  where  good  and  sufficient  reasons  are  not 
shown,  a  man  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  take  the 
lesser  obligation  when  he  ought  to  fulfil  the  greater 
obligation  of  serving  with  the  Colours.  The  Hon. 
Gentleman  asked  what  power  we  have.  We  can  only 
use  the  power  of  persuasion,  but,  at  all  events,  I  do 
not  think  that  the  Hon.  Gentleman  need  have  any 
alarm  that  these  passages  to  which  he  refers  in  the 
Document,  contain  anything  in  the  nature  of  Con- 
scription. I  should  like  to  relieve  the  House  of  any 
apprehension  that  they  may  have  on  that  Subject  by 
informing  them  that  all  possible  powers  of  persuasion 
are  being  used.  I  would  add  how  greatly  we  appre- 
ciate this  great  self-sacrifice  of  the  men  who  are  join- 
ing these  Corps.'

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9.  Copy  of  a  letter  sent  to  the  Central  Association  of 
Railwaymen  Volunteer  Training  Corps  from  the  War  Office  dealing 
(A.G.I.).        with  the  position  of  Railwaymen  :  — 

''  Sir, 

In  reply  to  yours  of  the  13th  instant,  I  am  directed  to 
say  that  we  cannot  allow  any  alteration  in  the  form  of 
undertaking,  but  as  there  is  at  present  an  understand- 
ing with  Railway  Companies  that  men  shall  only  be 
enlisted  with  their  consent,  this  will  be  held  to  be 
operative,  while  it  lasts,  when  questions  of  enlistment 
from  the  ranks  of  a  Volunteer  force  come  up.

10.  In  reference  to  the  definition  of  the  words 
''genuine  reason''  for  men  of  military  age,  there  has 
been  no  interpretation  of  these  words  by  the  War  Office. 
The  Central  Association,  however,  has  laid  down  three 
classes  of  cases  that  can  be  taken  as  definite  :  — 

(a)  Government  Contracts.     These  include  not  only 

work  on  arms  and  ammunition,  but  Govern- 
ment contracts  for  boots,  clothing,  etc.  (It 
has  been  laid  down  by  the  Home  Office  that 
men  employed  oi-,  railways  have  a  genuine 
reason,  if  they  cannot  be  spared  by  the  Rail- 
way Companies.) 

(b)  Government  and  Municipal  employment,  such 
as  Clerks  in  the  Admiralty,  Inland  Revenue, 
Water  Supply,  Teachers,  where  permission  tO 
enlist  is  refused  by  the  Authorities. 
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(c)  Physical  disabilities,  which  would  include  men 

who  have  been  rejected  from  the  Army  by  the 

Medical  Officers. 

The  fourth  class  are  undefined,  but  should  be  taken 

to  include  cases  where  enlistment  would  entail  a  serious 

dislocation  of  business  and  the  throwing  of  men  out  of 

employment.     In  the  case  of  this  last  class  the  Central 

Association  advises  the  responsible  Officer  of  the  Corps 

to  get  into  communication  in  the  London  recruiting  area 

with  the  Chief  Kecruiting  Staff  Officer,  and  outside  that 

area  with  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Recruiting.    All  Corps 

are  recommended  to  invite  this  Officer  to  inspect  their 

Corps  Register. 

Membership  of  a  Volunteer  Training  Corps   neither  C.A.V.T.C., 
decreases  nor  increases   a  man's   obligation  to  join  the  j^^^;^  1915^ 
Army  except  in  so  far  as  a  Corps  is  visited  by  a  Recruit- 
ing Officer  and  a  man  is  asked  to  fulfil  his  obligation  as 
required  by    War   Office  letter  of    the  19th    November, 
1914. 

11.  It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  no  alteration,  Amy  Council 
or  addition,  is  permissible  to  paragraph  7  of  the  Corps  beaocejtcd. 
Register    Form    (see    Appendix    No.    1).     This    is    the 

clause  in  which  members  who  have  not  attained  the  age 
of  41,  accept  the  terms  of  the  Army  Council  letter 
19/11/14  (Para.  7).  It  must  be  accepted,  without 
qualification  of  any  kind-  Men  who  have  comple-ted 
their  military  service,  and  have  not  attained  the  age  of 
46,  must  also  sign  this  paragraph  (see  also  para.  63 
(Military  Age)  ). 

12,  ''The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  will  not  agree  civii 

' '  to  the   undertaking  to  enlist   being  dependent   upon  Servants. 
''  the  leave  of  Department.    The  War  Office  is  encourag-  War  office, 
''ing  those  employees  who  can  be  spared  or  for  whom  *^^*^*^ 
*'  substitutes  can  be  found    to    enlist    in    the    Regular 
''  Forces.     As  regards  those  whose   services  cannot   be 
''spared,    but    who    have    joined    Volunteer    Training 
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"  Corps,  recruiting  Officers  are  required  to  treat  such 
'^  cases  with  every  consideration,  but  the  War  Office 
'' cannot  give  any  guarantee  not  to  call  upon  them  to 
"  enlist,  nor  can  it  approve  their  joining  V.T.C.  on  the 
''condition  that  they  will  only  enlist  subject  to  depart- 
''mental  approval/' 

THE  HOME  OFFICE  ON  GOVERNMENT 
POLICY. 

13.  "The  policy  of  the  Government  is  to  encourage 
every  man  to  take  his  part  in  the  present  struggle. 

"If  he  is  of  proper  age  and  physique,  and  not  ex- 
Lord-Lieu-^^  cluded   from  enlistment  by  employment   in   Armament 
Works,  Railways,  &c.,  he  should  enlist. 

"If  he  is  not  of  proper  age  and  physique  he  should 
join  the  nearest  Volunteer  Corps  which  is  affiliated  to 
the  Central  Association  of  Volunteer  Training  Corps. 
The  War  Office  have  recognised  this  Association  and 
Volunteer  Corps  affiliated  thereto. 

"  Every  man  who  takes  this  latter  course  will  be  pro- 
vided with  a  Badge  and  will  be  counted  as  a  combatant, 
though  no  arms,  ammunition,  or  clothing  (other  than 
the  Badge)  will  be  supplied  from  Public  sources,  and 
no  financial  assistance  will  be  given. 

"  Anyone  who  declines  either  to  enlist  or  to  join  an 
affiliated  Volunteer  Corps  should  be  informed  that  he 
must  not  take  part  as  a  combatant  in  the  defence  of  his 
country,  and  in  the  case  of  invasion  must  be  prepared 
to  surrender  any  arms  which  he  may  have  in  his 
possession. 

"He  will  be  liable  to  all  non-combatant  duties,  such 
as  digging  trenches,  burying  the  dead,  &c/' 
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SECTION    II. 


FORMATION    AND    CONTROL  OF   UNITS. 


FORMING  A  CORPS. 

14.  In  the  formation  of  a  Volunteer  Training  Corps, 
the  first  step  is  to  appoint  a  provisional  local  Committee. 
If  there  is  a  County  Association  this  Committee  should 
communicate  with  the  Regimental  Commandant,  and 
request  his  assistance  and  co-operation.  Only  in  the 
event  of  there  being  no  County  Association  should  the 
Central  Association  be  communicated  with  direct.  The 
Committee  should  approach  the  Mayor  or  the  Chairman 
of  the  District  or  Parish  Council,  and  request  him  to 
summon  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  a  Corps  for  the  town  or  district.  In  nearly 
every  case  the  local  authorities  have  gladly  assisted  in 
this  Movement  for  the  Defence  of  the  Realm.  The 
Central  Association,  with  the  approval  of  the  County 
Organisation,  will  arrange  to  send  one  of  its  Honorary 
Official  Speakers  to  explain  the  objects  and  aims  of  the 
Association,  making  no  charge  beyond  the  necessary 
travelling  expenses,  etc.  At  this  meeting,  after  a  reso- 
lution approving  of  the  formation  of  a  Corps  has  been 
carried,  an  Organising  Committee  should  be  appointed, 
and  as  many  men  as  possible  enrolled  at  once. 

It  is  the  task  of  the  Committee  to  raise  the  funds  neces- 
sary for  the  organisation  and  equipment  of  the  Corps. 
The  Committee  should  secure — 

(a)  the  use  of  a  local  school  or  other  public  building 
for  drill; 
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(b)  the  use  of  a  park  or  sports  field  for  open-air 

drill; 

(c)  a  miniature  rifle  range; 

(d)  the  services  of  a  drill  instructor. 

In  counties  where  thexe  is  a  County  Association  the 
Officer  Commanding  must  be  appointed  subject  to  con- 
firmation by  the  Regimental  Commandant;  but  in  coun- 
ties where  there  is  no  County  Association  the  Officer  is 
appointed  locally,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Central 
Association. 

The  same  principle  applies  to  affiliation,  the  issue  of 
the  Brassard,  and  inspection.  If  there  is  a  County  Asso- 
ciation, application  must  be  made  to  the  Regimental 
Oommandant;  if  not,  to  the  Central  Association  direct. 
The  County  Association  or  Central  Association  will 
supply  information  and  a  single  set  of  papers  free  of 
charge.  If  required  in  larger  quantities  the  charge  for 
leaflets  is  2s.  per  hundred  (including  loose  enrolment 
forms).  Enrolment  forms  are  also  provided  in  books, 
containing  a  hundred  forms,  at  2s.  6d.  per  book,  or  in 
lots  of  fifty  books,  at  Is.  9d.  The  Central  Association 
has  drawn  up  and  issued  th6  following  suggested  rules 
for  the  use  of  corps,  which  it  would  be  well  to  adopt 
as  far  as  practicable  :  — 


RULES  OF  AFFILIATED  VOLUNTEER 
TRAINING   CORPS. 

15.   1.  That  a  Volunteer  Training  Corps,  known  as 

the  ,  be  affiliated  to,  and  accept  the 

Rules  of,  the  Central  Association  of  Volunteer  Training 

Corps ;  and  that  there  be  a  Committee  of  ; 

and  that  (the  Mayor  of  the  Borough)  or  (the  Chairman 
of  the  Urban  District  Council)  be  ex  officio  President  of 
such  Committee. 

2.  That  the  primary   duty  of  the  Corps  shall  be  to 
promote  recruiting  for  the  Regular  Army.     Only  such 
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men  shall  be  accepted  as  Members  of  Volunteer  Training 
Corps  who  are  over  military  age,  or  who,  if  of  military 
age,  have  a  genuine  reason  for  not  joining  the  Regular 
Army .  In  the  latter  case  they  must  sign  the  undertaking 
required  by  the  War  Office. 

3 .  The  first  duty  of  the  Committee  shall  be  to  appoint 
a  competent  Officer  to  be  responsible  for  the  training  of 
the  Corps  (where  there  is  a  County  Organisation  such 
appointment  shall  be  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the 
Regimental  Commandant).  Preliminary  training  shall 
be  confined  to  the  elements  of  drill  as  explained  in 
''Infantry  Training,  1914,''  published  by  Messrs. 
Wymans,  Limited,  of  Fetter  Lane,  E.C.,  price  6d. 

4.  All  serviceable  Rifles  or  Ammunition  in  use  by 
the  Corps  shall  be  kept  at  an  Armoury,  or  at  some 
approved  place  of  safe  custody.  For  drill  purposes 
dummy  or  discarded  rifles  can  be  used. 

5.  For  the  teaching  of  rifle  shooting  arrangements 
shall  be  made  for  the  use  of  a  Miniature  Rifle  Range, 
which  shall  only  be  used  while  under  the  control  and 
supervision  of  a  qualified  Officer. 

6.  All  men  joining  the  Corps  shall 

undertake  to  remain  Members  of  the  Corps  until  the  end 
of  the  War,  and  endeavour  to  make  themselves  efficient 
in  drill  and  rifle  shooting  and  shall  maintain  the  same 
spirit  of  military  discipline  as  prevails  in  His  Majesty's 
Forces.  Forty  drills  of  one  hour  each,  and  proficiency 
as  a  Second-Class  Shot  entitles  a  man  to  the  Central 
Association  of  Volunteer  Tl*aining  Corps'  Proficiency 
Badge.  Ex-Regulars  or  Ex-Territorials  become  entitled 
to  these  Proficiency  Badges  on  production  of  a 
certificate  from  the  Commandant  of  the  Corps  to  the  effect 
that  their  general  Military  knowledge  in  Drill  and  Shoot- 
ing is  satisfactory.  A  member  who  does  not  attend  a 
minimum  of  four  drills  a  month  shall  be  lia^ble  to  be 
struck  off  the  roll  of  the  Corps  unless  absent  on  leave 
given  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  his  unit? 
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7.  A  Register  shall  be  kept  at  the  Headquarters  of 
the  Corps  giving  age,  occupation  and  previous  military 
experience  of  each  Member  of  the  Corps :  where  he  is 
of  military  age  the  ''  genuine ''  reason  for  not  joining  the 
Regular  Forces  must  be  clearly  stated  in  the  Register, 
and  an  undertaking  must  be  placed  in  the  Register  by 
the  Member,  signed  by  him,  showing  that  he  accepts 
the  terms  of  the  War  Office  letter,  dated  19th  November, 
1914  (20/Gen.  No./3604  ''  A.G.I/')  (see  Para.  7).  (A 
Corps  Register  can  be  purchased  from  the  Central  Asso- 
ciation of  Volunteer  Training  Corps  at  the  rate  of 
Is.  9d.  for  a  book  of  50,  and  2s.  6d.  for  a  book  of  100.) 

8.  As  soon  as  the  Corps  is  properly  constituted  an 
application  shall  be  made  to  the  Central  Association  of 
Volunteer  Training  Corps  for  the  War  Office  Brassard. 
(N.B. — Where  there  is  a  County  Organisation  such 
application  should  come  through  the  County  Organ- 
isation ;  where  there  is  no  such  Organisation  such  applica- 
tion should  be  endorsed  by  any  of  the  following  :  — Lord- 
Lieutenant  of  the  County,  Lord  Mayor  (or  Mayor)  of 
Town,  Chief  Recruiting  Officer,  Chief  Constable,  Officer 
in  Command  of  the  District,  or,  The  Central  Association 
Visiting  Officer.  The  Brassard  shall  always  be  worn 
with  Uniform;  and,  when  Uniform  is  not  available,  it 
shall  always  be  worn  on  Parade,  or  on  duty.  All  Bras- 
sards shall  be  numbered  and  the  name  of  the  wearer  in- 
delibly written  inside.  On  a  Member  ceasing  to  belong 
to  a  Corps  he  shall  return  the  Brassard  to  Headquarters, 
where  it  shall  be  destroyed. 

9.  On  the  first  of  each  month  the  Commanding  Officer 
shall  send  to  the  Central  Association  of  Volunteer  Train- 
ing  Corps  a  record  of  the  work  done  by  the  Corps  for  the 
month  on  the  Form  provided  by  the  Central  Association 
of  Volunteer  Training  Corps  (Form  XI.).  (Where  there 
is  a  County  Organisation  Quarterly  Reports  must  be  sent 
in  duplicate  by  Battalion  Commandants  to  the  County 
Adjutant.     See  Appendix  7.) 
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10.  Uniform  shall  not  be  obligatory,  but  where 
adopted  shall  be  of  a  county  pattern  (where  there  is  a 
County  Organisation),  and  shall  conform  to  the  Kegula- 
tions  laid  down  by  the  Central  Association  of  Volunteer 
Training  Corps  (Form  XVI.,  Para.  85).  Uniform  shall 
not  be  worn  except  on  Parade,  or  on  duty. 

11.  The  Committee  of  a  Corps  shall  appoint  a  Trea- 
surer who  shall  be  responsible  for  the  funds  of  the  Corps. 
Members  of  the  Corps  will  be  expected  to  pay  a  minimum 

subscription  of  ,  which  is  to  be  paid  into  the 

funds  of  the  Corps.  The  Committee  of  the  Corps  shall 
be  charged  with  the  duty  of  collecting  the  funds  required 
for  the  equipment  and  organisation  of  the  Corps,  but  ex- 
penditure on  the  Corps  shall  only  be  incurred  on  the 
advice  of  the  Officer  in  command  of  the  Corps.  The 
Committee  must  in  no  way  interfere  with  duly  appointed 
officers  responsible  for  the  drill,  discipline  and  training. 

12.  Where  there  is  a  County  Organisation  representing 
the  Central  Association  the  Corps  shall  link  up  with  the 
County  Regiment  and  form  a  platoon,  company  or  batta- 
lion of  the  Regiment,  according  to  its  numbers,  and 
recognise  the  authority  of  the  County  Regimental  Com- 
mandant. 


1 6.  The  word  ' '  Volunteer  ' '  is  used  in  Section  1 ,  Titles  of 
chapter  1,  in  the  annex  to  the  Hague  Convention,  as  corpsf**'* 
follows :  — ^ '  In  countries  where  Militia  or  Volunteer 
Corps  constitute  the  Army,  or  form  part  of  it,  they  are 
included  under  the  denomination  ^  Army.'  ''  The  word 
' '  Volunteer  ' '  must  therefore  be  inserted  in  the  titles 
of  all  affiliated  Corps. 

To  entitle  a  man  to  the  status  of  a  belligerent  it  is 
necessary  that  he  should  belong  to  a  Force  recognised  by 
the  State.  In  all  official  documents  issued  by  the 
Government  this  Force  is  designated  by  tfee  wor^ 
•'Volunteer."     (See  ^Iso  Paira.   130.) 
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COUNTY    EEGIMENTS. 

Constitution.  17.  The  Constitution  of  all  County  Regiments  must  be 
submitted  to  the  C'.A.V.T.C.  for  approval.  In  Counties 
where  there  is  no  County  Regiment  and  a  Volunteer 
Corps  has  a  Constitution,  such  Constitution  must  also  be 
submitted  for  approval  to  the  C.A.V.T.C. 

County  18.  The  Central  Association  has  decided  to  follow  the 

county  area  in  its  organisation  of  Corps  into  Battalions 
and  Regiments.  The  County  Organisation,  when  formed, 
is  the  body  in  each  County  through  whom  the  Central 
Association  works,  and  all  communications  to  Corps  from 
the  Central  Association  pass  through  the  County  Head- 
quarters. 

Affiliation.  ''  19-  Corps  or  detachments  desiring  to  be  affiliated  to 
the  Central  Association  must  apply  for  affiliation  to  the 
Regimental  Commandant  where  there  is  a  County  Regi- 
ment, and  where  there  is  not  to  the  Hon.  Secretary, 
Central  Association.  Affiliation  is  provisional,  and  is 
not  complete  until  the  Corps  is  inspected  and  passed  by 
an  accredited  inspecting  Officer. 

New  Corps.  20.  Where  a  Corp^  or  detachment  affiliated  to  the 
C.A.V.T.C.  already  exists  in  a  locality,  no  new  Corps 
should  be  started  there  without  the  approval  of  the 
Regimental  Commandant,  and  where  no  County  Regi- 
ment exists,  without  the  approval  of  the  Central 
Association. 

f  21 .  Where  a  County  Regiment  exists  the  Central 
Association  dispenses  with  the  separate  affiliation  of  each 
of  its  detachments  with  the  Central  Association.  As  the 
War  Office  looks  to  the  Central  Association  for  a  record 
of  where  all  Volunteers  are  located,  it  is  necessary  for 
it  to  be  kept  informed  as  to  where  all  the  Companies 
forming  the  Battalions  of  a  County  Regiment  are 
centred  on  Form  No.  XIV.  (see  Appendix  2). 

New  detachments,  when  formed,  must  either  join 
some  existing  Company,  or,  if  of  sufficieftt  strength;, 
form  a  new  Company.

The  Affiliation  Form  to 
be  used  should  be  the  card  (Form  XIV.)  County 
Edition,  Revised  (see  Appendix  2),  which  serves  all 
purposes.  All  cards  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Central 
Association.  A  duplicate  should  be  kept  at  the  Head- 
quarters. 

23.  1.  Under  the  new  Regulation  of  July,  1915,  the  {"^st^ict'ons 
Regimental  Commandant  is  responsible  for  the  Inspec-  inspection 
tion  and  Affiliation  of  the  Units  under  his  Command  by  BeShnents. 
himself  or  an  Officer  detailed  by  him. 

2.  The  Regimental  Commandant  or  an  Officer  deputed 
by  him  must  examine  the  Corps  Register  and  other  books 
of  the  Units,  and  see  that  all  men  of  military  age  on  the 
Register  have  signed  the  undertaking  required  by  the 
War  Office  Letter  dated  the  19th  November,  1914,  refer- 
ence 20/Gen.  No./3604  (A.G.I.),  and  that  all  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  Central  Association  are 
adhered  to. 

3.  The  Officer  inspecting  must  fill  up  the  Central 
Association's  Inspection  Form  (No.  XIII.,  revised 
August  9th,  1915,  Appendix  5),  and  report  as  to  the 
general  training  and  discipline  of  the  Corps  inspected, 
such  report  being  transmitted  to,  and  filed  at,  the  County 
Regimental  Headquarters.

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4.  Special  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  competency 
of  the  Officers  in  the  Corps  inspected,  and  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Regimental  Commandant  for  their  formal 
appointment  by  the  Lieutenant  of  the  County  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  County  Committee  will  depend  on  a  satis- 
factory report  as  to  their  efficiency. 

5.  If  the  Regimental  Commandant  is  satisfied  with 
the  report  he  will  confirm  the  affiliation  of  the  Unit,  and 
when  all  the  Units  comprising  a  Battalion  are  reported 
on  as  satisfactory,  the  Battalion  itself  becomes  affiliated. 
If  the  report  reveals  that  the  Unit  inspected  is  unsatis- 
factory, the  Regimental  Commandant  should  recommend 
the  County  Committee  to  disaffiliate  the  Unit. 

6.  The  C.A.V.T.C.  will  send  an  Inspecting  Officer 
periodically  to  inspect  the  County  Regiments,  previous 
rotice  being  given  to  the  Regimental  Commandant.  This 
Inspecting  Officer  will  visit  the  Headquarters  of  the 
Regiment  and  inspect  the  reports  and  records  of  the 
Regiment,  and  any  unit  he  considers  necessary.  In 
case  of  unsatisfactory  reports  the  Central  Association 
reserves  the  right  to  cancel  the  affiliation  of  the  whole,  or 
part,  of  the  Regiment.

2.  That  a  provisional  Grand  Council  be  formed  and 
that  the  Lord  Lieutenant  be  invited  to  act  as  President, 
and  that  each  existing  Corps  should  be  entitled  provision- 
ally to  one  representative  on  such  Council,  that  the  High 
Sheriff  of  the  County,  Chairman  of  the  County  Council, 
the  Chief  Constable,  the  Chairman  of  the  Territorial 
Association,  the  Mayors  of  all  Municipal  Boroughs  and 
the  Members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  hereinafter 
mentioned,  shall  he  ex  officio  members  of  the  said  Grand 
Council. 
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3.  That  the  President  of  the  Grand  Council  shall 
appoint  a  Regimental  Commandant  to  organise,  co- 
ordinate, control  and  be  responsible  for,  the  Volunteer 
Training  Corps  Movement  throughout  the  County. 

4.  That  the  President  of  the  Grand  Council  shall 
appoint  a  Regimental  Adjutant  to  fulfil  the  duties  of 
Adjutant  to  the  County  Regiment  and  discharge  the 
duties  of  Honorary  Secretary  and  to  whom  all  corre- 
spondence concerning  the  County  Volunteer  Movement 
must  be  addressed. 

5.  That  the  Headquarters  of  the  Regiment  shall  be 
at     


6.  That  there  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  respon- 
sible for  the  Finances,  Military  Organisation  and  Admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  County  Regiment  of  which 
the  Lord  Lieutenant,  Regimental  Commandant,  Regi- 
mental Adjutant,  Battalion  Commandants  and  Chief 
Constable  of  the  County  shall  be  tx  officio  members  and 
to  which  three  members  shall  be  elected  by  the  Grand 
Council. 

7.  That  the  basis  of  the  Battalion  Organisation  shall 
be  the  Parliamentary  Constituencies  of  the  county*,  and 
that  the  President  of  the  Grand  Council,  in  consultation 
with  the  Regimental  Commandant,  shall  approve  the 
appointment  of  Battalion  Commandants  to  organise  the 
Volunteer  Corps  into  Battalions  and  to  be  responsible 
for  the  proper  conduct  and  the  good  discipline  of  Corps 
under  their  control. 

8.  In  connection  with  local  detachments  the  duties  of 
local  Committees  will  be  [with  the  sanction  of  the  Bat- 
talion Commandant  and  the  approval  of  the  County 
Regimental  Commandant]  to  raise,  clothe  and  equip,  if 
possible,  these  detachments  in  connection  with  which 
such     Committees    are     formed.      They     will     also    be 

■^  Or  some  other  convenient  districts. 
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responsible  for  the  financial  arrangements  of  the  detach- 
ment. They  will  in  no  way  be  responsible  for  the  train- 
ing or  discipline,  which  will  be  dealt  with  by  the  Com- 
manding Officer  of  the  detachment,  in  communication, 
through  the  prescribed  channel,  with  the  Battalion 
Commandant. 

9.  The  object  of  the  Volunteer  Corps  is  primarily  for 
the  defence  and  safety  of  the  district  and  county  in  which 
they  are  situated,  but  a  Register  must  be  kept  of  those 
whose  occupation  will  permit  them,  in  case  of  invasion 
to  serve  in  other  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom  or  who  are 
prepared  from  time  to  time  to  undertake  special  duties 
away  from  home.  A  Record  should  be  kept  of  Members 
who  are  prepared  to  do  Guard  Work  at  night  and  the 
hours  and  number  of  evenings  they  can  give  to  these 
duties. 

10.  Each  Corps  must  keep  the  proper  Corps  Register, 
the  form  of  which  must  be  that  provided  by  the  Central 
Association  of  Volunteer  Training  Corps  or  one  approved 
by  the  Battalion  Commandant. 

11.  Only  men  can  be  accepted  as  members  of  Corps 
who  are  over  military  age,  or  who  if  of  military  age  can 
show  a  genuine  reason  for  not  joining  the  Army.  The 
latter  must  show  that  they  are  not  enrolling  in  a  Volun- 
teer Corps  in  order  to  avoid  joining  the  Army,  by  sign- 
ing an  undertaking  to  enlist  if  specially  called  upon  to 
do  so,  as  laid  down  in  the  War  Office  Letter  to  Lord  Des- 
borough,  dated  19th  November,  No.  20 /Gen. No./ 3640 
(A.G.L). 

12.  The  Officer  Commanding  each  company  must  fill 
up  the  affiliation  form  required  by  the  Central  Associa- 
tion forthwith  (Form  XIV.  County  Edition,  revised. 
Appendix  2),  and  send  it  to  the  County  Regimental 
Headquarters  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Central  Association 
of  Volunteer  Ti'aining  Corps. 

13.  Quarterly  reports  must  be  sent  in  duplicate  to  the 
County    Regimental   Adjutant  by   the  Battalion   Com- 
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mandant,  one  copy  of  which  must  be  sent  to  the  Head- 
quarters of  the  Central  Association  of  Volunteer  Train- 
ing Corps.  The  form  to  be  used  is  Form  XI.,  Third 
Edition,  September,  1915  (see  Appendix),  issued  by 
the  Central  Association  of  Volunteer  Training  Corps. 

14.  The  War  Office  Brassard  will  be  issued  to  all  corps 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Regimental  Commandant. 
No  arms  can  be  carried  nor  can  uniform  be  worn  except 
this  Brassard  be  worn  on  the  left  arm  above  the  elbow. 
The  name  and  company  number  of  each  man  must  be 
written  clearly  inside  the  Brassard,  which  must  not  be 
transferred :  when  he  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  corps 
the  Brassard  must  be  returned  to  the  County  Head- 
quarters and  destroyed. 

15.  Uniform  must  be  within  the  regulations  of  the 
Central  Association  of  Volunteer  Training  Corps,  and 
the  County  pattern  will  be  recommended  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  the  Grand  Council  for  approval. 
Uniform  is  not  compulsory  for  a  corps,  but,  if  adopted, 
the  County  pattern  must  be  worn.  It  can  only  be 
adopted  if  the  Local  Committee  is  in  a  position  to  com- 
plete the  clothing  of  the  Company  Formation.  Uniform 
can  only  be  used  on  duty  or  going  to  and  from  parade. 

16.  Company  and  Platoon  Commanders  can  be 
elected  by  the  Committee  or  members  of  a  corps  always 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Regimental  Commandant 
and  to  formal  appointment  by  the  County  President. 

17.  The  titles  of  Officers  shall  be  as  laid  down  by  the 
Central  Association  of  Volunteer  Training  Corps,  see 
Form  XXII. 

18.  Special  Constables  can  only  be  accepted  as  mem- 
bers of  a  corps  provided  they  understand  that  being 
attested  as  Special  Constables  their  duty  as  Special  Con- 
stables takes  precedence  over  their  duty  as  Volunteers. 
In  case  of  invasion  it  will  be  for  the  Chief  Constable  to 
decide  whether  he  can  release  them  from  their  service  as 
Special  Constables. 
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19.  The  Volunteers  cannot  be  attested,  but  men 
enrolling  in  a  Volunteer  Corps  must  undertake  to  loyally 
carry  out  the  orders  of  their  Superior  Officers  in  the 
spirit  of  military  discipline.  Any  case  of  insubordina- 
tion will  subject  the  Volunteer  to  instant  dismissal  from 
the  County  Regiment  by  the  Battalion  Commandant 
and  the  forfeiture  of  all  right  of  membership.  In  such 
cases  all  equipment  must  be  immediately  handed  over  to 
the  responsible  Officer  of  the  corps. 

20.  A  proper  register  of  drill  attendances  must  be 
kept  by  each  corps.  Forty  drills  of  not  less  than  one 
hour  each  entitles  a  Volunteer  to  the  Central  Association 
of  Volunteer  Training  Corps'  Proficiency  Badge,  pro- 
vided he  is  at  least  a  second  class  shot  according  to 
classification. 

Leaflet  A  i.  issued  by  the  Central  Association  of  Volun- 
teer Training  Corps  lays  down  that :  —

a  proper  armoury  must  be  provided,  and  the  necessary 
steps  taken  for  the  safe  custody  of  the  rifles  and  ammuni- 
tion. Rifles  must  be  returned  to  the  armoury  after 
parade. 

22.  A  County  Fund  to  be  opened  to  which  both  indi- 
viduals and  corps  in  the  county  be  invited  to  subscribe, 
the  money  so  obtained  to  be  used  in  the  first  place  for 
defraying  the  necessary  expenses,  secretarial  or  otherwise, 
incurred  by  the  Grand  Council,  and  secondly  to  supple- 
ment the  funds  of  the  corps  in  poor  districts  and  assist 
them  in  the  purchase  of  arms  and  equipment.

DISCIPLINE. 

40.  All  Members  must  accept  the  conditions  of  their  Conditions 
service     prescribed     by     the    Army    Council    and    the 
C.A.y.T.C. 

The  greatest  stress  is  to  be  laid  on  the  importance  of 
discipline,  as  being  the  foundation  on  which  the 
structure  of  all  efficient  armed  forces  rests,  and  as  the 
meaning  of  discipline  is  sometimes  misunderstood,  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  means  the  performance 
of  duties  in  strict  accordance  with,  not  only  the  letter, 
but  the  spirit,  of  an  order  to  the  very  best  of  every 
man's  ability  in  every  circumstance  in  which  he  may  be 
placed.

47.  No  man  shall  be  accepted  as  a  member  of  any  Change  and 
Unit  of  the  Volunteer  Training  Corps  who,  less  than    ^^^^  ^^' 
three  months  previously,  has  been    a   member    of    any  ge/r^is'^* 
other  Unit,  except  with  the  consent  of  his  original  Com- 
manding    Officer.       ''  Previous    Military    Training,    If 
Any?"   (Paragraph  4  of   Corps  Register,  Form  XII., 
Appendix  1),  shall  be  taken  to  include  previous  military 
service  in  a  Volunteer  Training  Corps.     It  will  be  neces- 
sary, therefore,  for  all  recruits  to  answer  this  question 
accordingly.

Saluting.  52.  All  members  of  Volunteer  Corps  when  in  uniform 

or  wearing  the  Brassard,  will  conform  as  far  as  possible 
to  Army  discipline  and  practice,  and,  in  particular,  will 
salute  Officers  of  their  own  Corps,  as  also  Officers  of  the 
Navy,  Army  or  Territorial  Forces,  or  Officers  of  other 
Volunteer  Corps  when  in  uniform  and  conform  to  the 
usages  of  the  Services.  In  most  cases  Officers  of  Volun- 
teer Training  Corps  are  saluted  by  Regulars  out  of 
courtesy,  but  such  is  not  obligatory.

77.  Where  there  is  a  County  Organisation,  Brassards 
are  issued  by  the  War  Office  on  the  order  of  the  Central 
Association  to  Eegimental  Commandants,  who  transmit 
them  to  Units  provisionally  affiliated.

85.  The  Uniform  approved  by  the  Military  Committee  Form  xvi. 
of  the  Central  Association  Volunteer  Training  Corps  is  ^^^^^scd. 
a  Norfolk  Jacket,  with  shoulder  straps,  made  in  a  green-  ca.v.t.c. 
grey   rainproof   drill.      For  Non-Commissioned   Officers  ^^^^^^* 
and  men  it  must  be  made  with  a  closed  collar  and  Mili- 
tary cuff;  for  Officers  with  open  neck  to  show  tie,  and 
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plain  sleeves  so  that  bands  can  be  worn.  The  rank  of 
the  Officer  should  be  indicated  by  Braid  Bands  worn 
on  the  cuff.  This  coat,  where  possible,  should  be 
worn  with  Breeches  or  Trousers  made  of  Whipcord  or  the 
same  material  as  the  Coat,  brown  leather  Gaiters  and 
Boots.  Putties  may  be  worn  instead  of  Gaiters.  A 
leather  belt  can  be  worn  instead  of  belt  of  the  same 
material  as  the  Jacket;  and  the  Cap,  where  obtainable, 
should  be  the  ordinary  Military  Peak  Cap,  but  no  objec- 
tion would  be  made  to  the  Forage  Cap  or  Felt  Hat;  but 
the  headgear  should  be  decided  upon  by  each  Corps.  The 
Military  Committee  recommend  that  the  Norfolk  Jacket 
should  be  made  full  so  that  it  can  be  worn  over  thick 
Clothes  or  a  Cardigan  Jacket.  It  is  also  suggested  that, 
if  it  can  be  afforded,  the  Jacket  should  be  lined.  Where 
there  is  a  County  Regiment  a  County  Uniform  should  be 
designed,  conforming  to  the  rules  of  the  Central  Associa- 
tion. Where  there  is  a  County  pattern,  it  should  be 
made  obligatory,  except  where  modification  is  permitted 
by  the  County  Committee.

The  above  has  received  the  approval  of  H.M.  the  King, 
who  has  graciously  accepted  a  reproduction  in  gold.  It 
is  drawn  to  scale,  and  is  exactly  twice  the  size  of  the 
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original.  The  Badge  is  oval  with  gilt  frame,  having  the 
words  Central  Association  V.T.C.  embossed,  surmounted 
by  a  royal  crown.  In  the  centre  is  a  gilt  embossed  head 
of  Bellona,  the  Goddess  of  War,  with  a  background  of 
black  enamel.  It  can  be  supplied  by  the  Central  Associa- 
tion, at  Is.  each  or  lis.  per  dozen,  for  the  use  of  members 
of  Corps  who  are  qualified  to  wear  it.

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107.  Where  there  is  a  County  Regiment,  Proficiency 
Badges  will  be  issued  in  bulk  to  Regimental  Com- 
mandants on  submission  of  indents  and  payments  of 
cost.  The  Central  Association  leaves  the  distribution 
of  these  badges  in  the  hands  of  Regimental  Com- 
mandants, who  will  follow  the  Regulations  issued  from 
time  to  tim.e  with  reference  to  these  honourable 
distinctions.  The  Badges  are  specially  to  be  worn  in 
mufti,  but  may  be  worn  in  uniform  with  the  sanction  of 
Regimental  Commandants,  and  when  so  worn  they  will 
be  on  the  right  breast  on  the  same  level  as  medals.  It 
is  recommended  that  Regimental  Commandants  should 
specify  the  number  of  Badges  required  with  brooch  pins 
for  attaching  to  uniforms.  In  any  case  only  one  Badge 
must  be  issued  to  one  man.  Substitutes  of  the 
authorised  Badge  for  proficiency  are  prohibited. 

108.  A  Badge  has  been  designed  and  approved  for 
Marksmen,  and  it  is  to  be  worn  on  the  right  sleeve  below 
the  elbow  when  in  uniform  or  when  there  is  no  uniform 
when  wearing  the  Brassard. 

109.  A  Badge  has  been  designed  and  approved  for 
First  Class  Shots,  and  is  to  be  worn  on  the  right  sleeve 
below  the  elbow  when  in  uniform  or  when  there  is  no 
uniform  when  wearing  the  Brassard.

(a)  Send  and  read  78  letters  (three  alphabets  in  20 
groups)  in  2 J  minutes. 

(b)  20  words  (100  letters)  in  4  minutes. 

(c)  Read  two  test  messages  from  the  Examiner. 

Distance  between  reader  and  sender  to  be  between  400 
and  500  yards  (this  refers  to  lamp  only). 

Under  the  tests  grouped  under  "  General  Test®/'  the 
qualifying  standard  must  be  at  least  75  per  cent,  of  the 
maximum  marks. 

Signallers  will  be  classified  upon  the  results  of  the 
above  tests :  — 

First-class — Very  accurate  =  98  per  cent- 
Second-class — Accurate  =  95  per  cent. 

Failed — Below  95  per  cent.     (See  also  para.   129b, 
Signalling  Classes.) 

*  Buzzer  signalling  shall  be  allowed  as  an  alternative  to 
lamp. 

A  man  who  can  send  on  the  Buzzer  could  send  equally  well  on 
the  Lamp,  while  the  Buzzer  would  probably  be  more  useful  in 
connection  with  communications  by  means  of  the  combined 
telephone  and  buzzer  sets  used  in  cable  work,  and  less  likely  to 
be  banned. 

Some  Volunteer  Corps  have  been  practising  on  buzzers  whilst 
others  have  adopted  lamp  signalling — the  Morse  ode  is  used  in 
connection  with  both,  and  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  have 
men  trained  in  buzzer  working,  as  they  could,  with  a  little 
practice,  undertake  telegraph  sounder  operating  duties. 

Note. — The  above  Syllabus  of  Examination  may  be  aniend^^ 
from  fein^e  to  time,  as  occa-sion  aris,es, 
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Cyclists'  111a.  A  Badge  in  khaki  bronze  has  been  approved  for 

members  of  Cyclist  Sections,  and  such  is  to  be  worn  on 
the  left  sleeve  of  the  uniform  jacket,  below  the  elbow. 
These  Badges  can  only  be  obtained  from  the  Central 
Association  V.T.  Corps,  at  Is.  each  or  lis.  per  dozen.

Bandmaster  112.  The  Badges  of  rank  of  a  Bandmaster  should  be 
those  according  to  his  rank  in  the  Corps.  There  is  no 
special  Badge  of  rank  authorised.  Bandsmen's  shoulder 
wings  are  permitted  for  members  of  a  band.  They  must 
be  of  the  colour  of  the  uniform,  ornamented  with  braid 
the  same  colour  as  the  facings,  or  where  no  facings  exist 
of  similar  braid  to  that  used  for  Badges  of  Rank. 

The  enrolment  of  Bandsmen  as  members  of  Volunteer 
Training  Corps,  and  the  wearing  of  uniform  by  such 
members,  is  a  matter  to  be  determined  by  Regimental 
Commandants,  but  Bandsmen  are  not  to  wear  the 
Brassard  unless  enrolled  as  members  of  Corps.

115.  Regimental    Officers    doing    Staff    duty    should  Staff  Badge 
wear  a  bronze  letter  '*  S  "  half  an  inch  in  height  on 

each  lapel  of  the  V.T.C.  uniform  jacket.  It  is  to  be 
mounted  on  a  patch  1^  inches  in  diameter,  of  the  same 
colour  as  the  facings,  where  such  exist;  where  there  are 
none,  the  patch  is  to  be  formed  of  braid  of  the  same 
material  and  colour  as  the  Badges  of  Bank.  Modifica- 
tions in  colour  may  be  made  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Regimental  Commandant,  but  in  no  case  is  red  or  scarlet 
to  be  used.

''As  I  informed  you  some  days  ago,  I  sent  your  le/g/'ig*,^" 
''  letter  of  the  4th  August,  on  the  subject  of  gun  licences 
*'  for  members  of  the  Volunteer  Training  Corps,  to  the 
''  Board  of  Inland  Revenue.  I  am  now  informed  that 
*'  the  Board  no  longer  deals  with  questions  of  gun 
''licences,  but  that  the  proper  authority  is  the  London 
"  County  Council.  I  find,  however,  that  the  War  Office 
"  has  officially  expressed  the  view  that  a  Member  of  a 
"  Volunteer  Training  Corps  affiliated  to  the  Central 
' '  Association  of  Volunteer  Training  Corps,  and  there- 
"  fore  recognised  by  the  Army  Council,  is  '  a  person  in 
"  '  the  Naval,  Military  or  Volunteer  service  of  His 
"  '  Majesty,'  and  therefore  exempted  under  Section  7 
"(1)  of  the  Gun  Licences  Act,  1870.  This  probably 
"  meets  the  point  raised  in  your  letter. '' 

124.  The  following  communication  has  been  received  R>**«S' 
from  the  War  Office  on  the  subject  of  rifles  : —  London^^*s!w. 

Sir, — I   am   commanded   by    the   Army   Council   to  ^^^20' 
inform    you    that    those    Volunteer    Corps    which    are    Gen,  jso.  ' 
affiliated  to  the  Central  Association  Volunteer  Training       seoi 
Corps  may  provide  themselves,  at  their  own  expense,  with     (^•^•^•) 
rifles,  under  local  and  individual  arrangements,  under 
the  following  conditions  :  — 

(a)  Rifles  should  be  of  a  non-Service  pattern,  but 
capable  of  firing  Service  Ammunition.  The  maximum 
price  must  not  exceed  £2  10s.  per  rifle. 

(b)  The  price  paid  for  ammunition  must  not  exceecj 
£5  per  1^,000  rounds. 
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(c)  No  responsibility  can  be  accepted  by  the  War 
Office  in  regard  to  the  safety  of  rifles  and  ammunition 
so  purchased.  They  may  be  of  a  quality  which  would 
not  be  accepted  in  the  Service. 

(d)  If  at  any  time  the  labour,  machinery,  or 
material  used  for  the  production  of  these  rifles  of  a 
non-service  pattern  can  be  made  available  for  Service 
purposes,  or  if  it  is  found  that  the  purchase  of  rifles 
and  ammunition  in  any  way  interferes  with  the  sup- 
plies of  the  Ministry  of  Munitions,  it  may  be  necessary 
to  take  steps  which  would  have  the  effect  of  preventing 
the  supplies  of  either  article  reaching  the  Volunteer 
Training  Corps.

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SECTION    IV. 


TRAINING    AND    EDUCATION. 


DUTIES   OF   VOLUNTEER   TRAINING   CORPS. 

125.  Though  the  duties  of  Volunteer  Training  Corps 
cannot  be  definitely  laid  down,  their  first  and  foremost 
duties  will  be  to  carry  out  any  orders  that  may  be 
required  of  them  by  the  Military  Authorities,  and  to 
co-operate  with  Emergency  Committees,  who  would 
themselves  operate  under  the  same  authority. 

It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Volunteer  Training 
Corps  are  being  raised  for  the  defence  of  their  Country — 
and  that  such  measures  of  defence  as  may  be  necessary 
can  only  be  carried  out  in  conjunction  with,  and  abso- 
lutely under  the  control  of,  the  Military  Autliorities. 

Amongst  others  the  following  may  be  taken  as  some 
of  the  duties  which  Volunteer  Training  Corps  may  with 
advantage  be  asked  to  undertake  :  — 

(a)  Assisting  in  repelling  an  invasion  or  raid . 

(b)  Garrison  duties  in  towns  and  villages. 

(c)  Guarding  railways  and  other  vulnerable  points. 

(d)  Supervising   removal   of    the   civil   population, 

keeping  order  and  allaying  panic  in  case  of 
emergency. 

(e)  Guarding  communications,  etc. 

The  following  gives  a  somewhat  more  definite  state- 
ment of  the  duty  of  Corps  in  case  of  invasion  :  — • 

Troops  to  repel  a  raid  should  be  in  a  state  of  prepara- 
tion and  well  aware  of  the  general  nature  of  the  service 
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tliat  is  required  of  them.  It  is  obvious  that  on  the  first 
landing  of  an  enemy,  if  his  attempt  cannot  be  frustrated, 
not  a  moment  should  be  lost  in  assembling  troops  and 
attacking  him  with  the  most  advanced,  however  few  in 
number,  till  more  can  be  assembled. 

The  object  will  be  to  constantly  harass,  annoy,  and  tire 
out  the  enemy,  and  to  impede  his  progress,  till  a  suffi- 
cient force  can  be  assembled  to  smash  him.  Our  Corps 
must  be  trained  to  assist  in  this,  under  orders  of  the 
proper  military  authority. 

The  close  nature  of  our  country  affords  every  advan- 
tage for  offensive  action.  Intricate  and  enclosed,  it 
would  be  exceedingly  difficult  for  an  enemy  to  advance. 
From  his  landing  he  should  never  be  lost  sight  of,  and 
every  inch  of  ground  should  be  disputed.  The  Corps 
should  have  a  good  knowledge  of  the  country.  Orders 
have  been  issued  that  the  country  be  driven,  and  cattle 
and  horses  removed  and  everything  within  reach  of  the 
enemy  destroyed  without  mercy.  It  is  here  our  Corps 
can  offer  valuable  aid  to  the  Special  Constables  and 
Regular  Army.  If  this  be  carried  out  efficiently,  the 
future  movements  of  an  enemy  would  become  extremely 
difficult. 

It  must  never  be  forgotten  to  inculcate  into  our  Volun- 
teer Corps  the  great  advantages  they  possess  by  their 
knowledge  of  the  country  in  attacking  the  enemy. 

Active  individuals  and  small  Corps  may  remain  in  an 
enclosed  country,  mostly  not  suitable  for  cavalry,  within 
the  closest  distance  of  such  enemy,  watching  every  oppor- 
tunity to  annoy  him, 

Every  man  should  be  made  to  understand  that,  even 
if  worsted  in  action  and  forced  to  retire,  his  duty  re- 
quires him  to  halt  and  rally  and  attack  again  as  soon  as 
possible;  that  he  need  never  hurry,  and  that  he  is  per- 
fectly safe  at  a  short  distance  from  the  enemy. 

Above  all,  it  must  be  impressed  upon  him  that 
although  retiring  gradually  before  the  enemy  may  be  at 
first  necessary  to  allow  the  Regular  troops  to  collect,  yet 
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the  great  object  of  irregular  Corps  is  to  attack  on  every 
favourable  opportunity,  and  as  much  by  the  bayonet  as 
by  fire;  and  such  attack  must  be  bold  and  vigorous  as 
becomes  men  defending  their  hearths  and  homes. 

There  cannot  be  too  many  Volunteer  Battalions ;  they 
are  essential  for  the  defence  of  the  country  as  supports  to 
the  Regular  Army;  and  when  intelligent  and  well  led 
and  with  local  knowledge,  they  will,  by  their  spirit  and 
perseverance,  soon  attain  an  ascendancy  over  the  enemy. 
In  this  way  Volunteer  Corps  can  distinguish  themselves 
in  a  most  honourable  manner,  and  one  wholly  advan- 
tageous to  their  country. 

They  must  therefore  be  prepared  to  move  in  the 
lightest  manner  without  baggage  of  any  kind ;  they  must 
live  in  temporary  shelters,  and  for  this  the  country  is 
amply  suitable.  Corps  should,  having  this  in  view, 
provide  themselves  with  entrenching  tools  and  bill-hooks 
for  cutting  wood.  They  should  carry  small  kettles; 
from  the  rear  they  will  be  certain  of  supplies. 

Against  our  enemy  we  must  employ  his  own  methods, 
and  treat  him  as  he  does  others;  we  must  raise  tho 
indignation  of  the  country  to  the  highest  pitch,  and 
cause  to  re-act  on  him  that  terror  which  he  has  used  in 
Belgium.  In  this  manner  we  will  successfully  oppose 
him  and  show  him  that  a  free  people  fighting  for  the 
land  they  love  are  not  to  be  invaded  with  impunity. 

This  is  only  an  outline  to  let  Corps  know  on  what 
lines  they  should  train,  and  in  anticipation  of  orders  of 
which  we  have  yet  no  knowledge.  These  will  come  to  us 
definitely  in  due  course  from  Generals  Commanding,  who 
are  thoroughly  acquainted  with  local  conditions,  and  for 
thes«»  orders  we  must  wait,  but  we  must  be  ready  for 
them  when  they  come.  And  to  this  end  Corps  must  be 
well  trained,  capable  of  digging  up  roads,  assisting  the 
civil  population  to  move,  should  be  extremely  mobile, 
able  to  entrench  and  hut  themselves,  good  shots  and  with 
a  complete  knowledge  of  all  military  features  of  the 
country  of  which  they  are  inhabitants.       They  should 
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have  trained  scouts  able  to  give  all  information  required 
to  Regular  military  officers,  and  to  act  as  guides  to  troops 
when  necessary. 


DUTIES  OF  COMMANDANTS. 

1 26 .  It  is  highly  desirable  to  keep  up  the  interest  of  the 
Units  of  the  Volunteer  Training  Corps  after  they  have 
made  themselves  efficient  in  elementary  drill,  entrench- 
ing and  other  duties  and  until  they  are  supplied  with 
arms  and  ammunition  to  practise  on  open  ranges.  Com- 
mandants therefore  should  take  their  men  out  and  study 
with  them  the  ground  in  their  locality,  so  that  they  may 
acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  of,  and  be  in  a  position  to 
defend  the  same,  or  to  give  information  regarding  its 
roads  and  tracks  to  any  Body  of  Regular  Troops  that  may 
be  sent  into  their  district  for  that  purpose,  and  who 
might  require  information  as  to  the  locality. 

The  points  to  which  the  Commandant  should  draw  the 
attention  of  his  men  would  be  the  vulnerable  points  in  his 
command  and  how  to  defend  them,  such  as :  — 

Railway  Lines, 

Embankments, 

Cuttings, 

Tunnels, 

Railway  Stations, 

Bridges,  Roads  and  Footpaths, 

Telegraph  and  Telephone  Lines  and  their 
Stations, 

Rivers  and  Canals, 

Woods, 

Gas  and  Electric  Light  Works, 

Water  Supply  Reservoirs  and  Waterworks, 

High  Ground,  and  how  to  defend  it. 

Likely  positions  for  Guns, 

Towns  and  Villages, 

and  in  Towns  and  Villages  knowledge  of :  — 
Streets  and  nearest  routes, 
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Street  fighting  and  Barricades, 

Patrol,  Picquets,  Sentries, 

Signalling  day  and  night, 

Rapid  assembly  in  case  of  sudden  alarm, 

Alarm  posts, 

Stretcher  bearers. 

First  Aid. 
Also  where  entrenching  tools  and  gangs  of  labourers  are 
to  be  found.     In  fact,  all  points  that  would  be  useful  to  a 
Military  Force  acting  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Commandants  should  also  endeavour  to  organise  a 
system  for  communicating  by  bicycle,  motor-car  or  by 
signalling.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  organise 
motor-cars  throughout  England  on  a  large  scale  for  this 
purpose,  but  until  this  is  done  local  arrangements  would 
be  useful. 

Should  the  Commandant  have  had  no  previous  Military 
training  he  could  probably  be  assisted  by  Members  of  his 
unit  who  have  been  in  the  Service. 

Plans  for  the  defence  of  particular  posts  or  localities 
might  be  written  out  as  an  instruction  by  those  whose 
military  knowledge  is  equal  to  it. 

Commandants  and  others  requiring  horses  for  mounted 
duties  are  reminded  that  local  remount  Officers  would 
probably  be  glad  to  have  Government  horses  exercised 
and  trained  with  Volunteer  Corps. 


DUTIES  OF  GUIDES. 

127.  It  is  extremely  important  that  Members  of  Volun-  c.a.v.t.c. 
teer  Training  Corps  should  be  able  to  act  as  Guides,  and  3/8/1*5,*  " 
to  do  this  work  efficiently,  practice  is  necessary.  ^^' 

As  celerity  is  essential  for  Guides,  and  they  must  be 
independent  of  Railways,  they  should  be  provided  with 
either  a  motor,  a  cycle,  or  a  horse.     They  should  study 
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topography  of  a  giveo  area,  which  should  be  roughly  two 
square  miles,  but  the  size  of  the  area  must  depend  on  the 
nature  of  the  country. 

They  should  make  themselves  acquainted  with  all  Rail- 
ways, including  station  sidings,  approach  roads,  from 
rear  and  front;  all  roads — including  cross  roads,  bridle 
paths  and  footpaths  —  water  supply  and  available 
camping  grounds;  also  all  lines  of  telegraph  and  tele- 
phones— aerial  and  underground ;  in  the  country,  private 
houses,  &c.,  in  which  there  are  telephones  and  Post 
Offices  where  telegraph  or  telephones  are  installed ; 
names  of  farms  and  farmers,  smiths  and  forges,  wheel- 
wrights, carpenters,  and  any  place  where  there  are  stores 
of  entrenching  tools,  sleepers,  timber,  wire,  or  corrugated 
iron,  which  might  be  available.  If  there  is  any  electric 
or  water  supply  (light  or  power)  within  the  area,  they 
should  ascertain  the  course  of  the  mains,  and  whether 
they  are  in  the  hands  of  a  Company,  or  Local  Authority, 
with  the  address  of  the  responsible  Manager. 

A  small  note-book  of  the  area  should  be  compiled  with 
references  to  a  six-inch  map,  giving  the  above  informa- 
tion, or  any  other  which  might  be  useful. 

Guides  should  recollect  that  all  information  collected 
by  them  might  be  equally  useful  to  an  enemy,  so  that 
they  must  be  always  ready  to  destroy  it  at  once  by  burn- 
ing, &c.,  and  the  Officer  to  whom  they  make  their  report 
will,  if  necessary,  destroy  it,  or  hand  it  over  to  the  Staff 
Officers  of  the  Regular  Army  under  whom  he  may  be 
acting. 


QUALIFICATIONS   OF   A   PLATOON 
COMMANDER. 

128.  1.  The  Commander  of  a  Platoon  must  have  a 
clear  idea  of  what  is  required  of  a  Platoon  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  Commander  of  a  Company,  and 
understand  the  interior  workiner  of  a  Platoon. 
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2.  He  must  know  what  is  required  of  the  soldier  as  an 
individual,  and  when  acting  with  other  men. 

3.  He  must  have  a  general  knowledge  of  a  Battalion, 
some  idea  of  what  the  other  arms  of  the  service  are,  and 
their  general  duties. 

4.  He  must  be  conversant  with  the  following  as  applied 
to  the  training  of  recruits :  — 

Elements  of  Physical  Training. — Definitions;  Squad 
drill  with  and  without  arms;  Section,  Platoon  and  Com- 
pany drill;  Extended  Order  drill;  Training  in  march- 
ing; Guards  and  Sentries;  Entrenching;  Outposts; 
Field  work  and  instructions  in  night  operations; 
Musketry.

VOLUNTEER   OFFICERS'    INSTRUCTIONAL 

CLASSES. 

129.  The  Central  Association  has  instituted  series  of 
Instructional  Classes,  open  to  Officers  of  Volunteer 
Training  Corps  and  to  specially  recommended  N.C.O.'s 
and  men,  with  the  object  of  giving  them  an  opportunity 
of  obtaining,  under  skilful  guidance,  courses  of  instruc- 
tion in  Military  Subjects  which  will  fit  them  to  carry  out 
their  duties  in  an  efficient  manner. 

The  Central  Association  have  decided  that  before  the 
appointment  of  an  Officer  in  a  Volunteer  Training  Corps 
can  be  officially  approved,  he  must  be  able  to  show 
reasonable  efficiency  in  tactics  and  interior  economy. 
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The  future  success  of  the  Volunteers  depends  on  their 
having  efficient  officers.  On  their  absolute  fitness 
depends,  in  a  very  large  measure,  the  allegiance  and 
ability  of  the  men  under  their  charge;  they  are 
answerable  for  that  correct  spirit  of  discipline  on  which 
the  whole  structure  of  all  efficient  armed  forces  rests, 
and  it  behoves  each  one  of  them  to  attain  such  a  know- 
ledge of  their  duties  as  will  command  respect  and  con- 
fidence. 

Volunteer  Officers  without  previous  military  training 
should  go  through  a  proper  course  of  instruction. 
Candidates  attending  the  classes  arranged  for  by  the 
Central  Association,  and  passing  the  examinations,  are 
recognised  as  having  qualified  for  appointment  as 
officers. 

The  object  of  the  examinations  is  to  ascertain  if  an 
officer,  N.C.O.,  or  man  is,  or  is  not,  fit  practically  for 
promotion  to  higher  rank.  The  aim  is  to  acquire  a 
personal  acquaintance  with  each  candidate,  and  to  test 
his  ability  to  apply  his  knowledge  practically. 

Again,  qualified  instructors  are  very  difficult  to 
obtain,  especially  in  country  districts,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a  number  of  suitable  instructors  may  be  developed 
from  these  Classes,  who  will  be  capable  of  carrying  on 
the  knowledge  gained  to  their  respective  Corps. 

Commandants  are  adjured  to  make  every  endeavour 
to  get  their  Officers  and  men  to  go  through  these 
Instructional  Classes. 

Glasses. — The  work  is  at  present  divided  into  two 
classes,  as  follows  :  — 

Class  A. — A  course  of  Military  Lectures,  as  set 
forth  in  the  Syllabus  below.  This  course  lasts 
three  weeks;  and  students  are  examined  and 
Certificates  for  proficiency  are  awarded. 

Candidates  for  this  class  must  be  certified  as  effi- 
cient in  Drill  by  the  Corps  Commanders  sub- 
mitting their  names. 
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Class  B. — A  course  in  Drill,  as  set  forth  in  the 
Syllabus  below.  This  course  lasts  three  weeks, 
and  includes  Drill  and  minor  tactical  instruc- 
tions.   Certificates  for  proficiency  are  awarded. 

Candidates. — The  names  of  the  candidates,  together 
with  a  recommendation  (and  Certificate  in  the  case^  of 
those  attending  Class  A)  from  their  Commanding 
Officers  must  be  submitted  to  the  Central  Association  of 
Volunteer  Training  Corps  by  an  appointed  day. 

The  Certificate  to  state  that  Officers  joining  Class  A 
direct  are  acquainted  with  the  curriculum  of  Class  B, 
and  are  in  every  way  qualified  for  the  position  of  Officers 
in  Volunteer  Training  Corps.  Candidates  who  have 
already  passed  through  Class  B  are  eligible  for  Class  A. 

The  number  of  members  in  each  Class  will  be  limited, 
and  nominations  are  made  so  as  to  distribute  the  selec- 
tion of  candidates  accepted  among  as  many  Units  as 
possible. 

Fees. — The  fee  for  Classes  A  and  B  is  fixed  at  one 
and  a  half  guineas  for  each  Class. 

Class  A,  a  course  of  Military  Lectures,  is  one  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  Officers  of  Volunteer  Corps,  and 
all  those  who  feel  they  have  acquired  sufficient  know- 
ledge of  drill  should  certainly  avail  themselves  of  this 
opportunity  of  gaining  knowledge  of  the  more  technical, 
but  not  less  essential,  side  of  the  military  duties  they  will 
be  expected  to  perform  if  their  services  are  to  reach  the 
required  standard.  The  opportunities  for  the  Volunteers 
to  obtain  tuition  in  the  more  advanced  branches  of  the 
soldier's  art  are  few,  and  the  Central  Association  con- 
fidently rely  on  all  those  who  can  possibly  spare  the  time 
to  take  advantage  of  the  chance  presented  to  them  in 
Class  A  of  the  Instructional  Classes. 

Circulars  are  issued  from  time  to  time  as  the  dates  of 
the  Classes  are  arranged,  and  all  those  who  desire  in- 
formation should  communicate  with  the  Secretary, 
Volunteer  Officers'  Instructional  Classes,  Central  Asso- 
ciation, who  will  send  full  particulars  of  each  course 
when  ready. 


Rules. 
L  The  wearing  of  uniform  is  optional. 

2.  During  drill  or  lectures  no  member  may  address  or 
question  the  Instructors  or  any  other  member.  Strict 
silence  must  be  maintained. 

3.  Military  discipline  must  be  strictly  adhered  to, 
both  in  the  letter  and  spirit. 

4.  Members  are  expected  to  attend  punctually  and  to 
remain  for  the  whole  period  of  each  lecture  or  drill. 
Leaving  before  time  seriously  disorganises  the  work,  and 
can  be  permitted  only  under  exceptional  circumstances. 

5.  The  decision  of  the  Central  Association  must  be 
accepted  as  final  in  all  cases.

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HOME  STUDY  COURSE. 

Organisation. 

129a.  The  Central  Association  is  prepared  to  issue  an 
Official  Examination  Certificate  to  those  Officers  and 
N.C.O.'s  who  have  undertaken  a  course  of  home  study 
on  the  approved  lines  laid  down  in  C.A.  Form  H.S.2, 
and  who  successfully  pass  examinations  to  be  held  in 
their  respective  Counties  from  time  to  time  as  may  be 
arranged.  A  circular  (H.S.I)  detailing  the  organisa- 
tion and  procedure  of  Examining  Boards  will  be  sup- 
plied to  Commandants  on  application. 

General  Directions  and  Syllabus  of  Study. 
Object. — It  is  recognised  that  a  great  many  officers 
and  N.C.O.'s  of  Volunteer  Training  Corps  are  willing 
to  prepare  themselves  for  examination  in  military 
subjects,  by  undertaking  a  course  of  Home  Study,  or  by 
attending  local  training  classes.  Having  this  in  view 
the  Central  Association  have  decided  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements,  through  the  County  Organisa- 
tions, for  examinations  to  be  held  in  various  centres  at 
stated  intervals  (see  Form  H.S.I). 

Examining  Board. — A  Board  will  be  appointed  in 
each  County  where  a  County  Organisation  exists,  to 
superintend  each  examination  held,  in  accordance  with 
the  directions  given  in  Form  H.S.I. 

Eegistration^^-AW  officers  (below  the  rank  of  Com- 
pany Commander)  and  N.CO.'s  who  desire  to  attend 
such  examinations  should  approach  their  Company 
Commander  on  the  subject,  notifying  him  that  they 
intend  taking  up  home  study ;  he  will  then  register  their 
names  as  prospective  candidates.  They  will  be  informed 
as  to  what  arrangements  are  being  made  in  the  matter, 
and  in  due  course  will  make  application  to  attend  for 
examination  in  the  manner  prescribed  below.  Officers 
of  and   above  the  rank   of    Company   Commander   will

make  application  to  attend  for  examination  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  laid  down  in  paragraph  3  of  ^'  Rules 
Governing  the  Application  for  Examination/' 

Eligibility — ^All  officers  and  N.CO.'s  of  Volunteer 
Training  Corps  duly  affiliated  to  the  Cent>ral  Association 
are  eligible  for  examination,  always  provided  they  can 
obtain  thd  necessary  certificate  from  their  superior 
officer,  and  are  acceptable  to  the  Examining  Board.  All 
those  making  application  must  have  a  good  knowledge 
of  Company  Drill;  this  is  essential. 

Rules  and  Regulations. — Rules  and  Regulations 
governing  the  application  for  examination  are  given 
below.  Prospective  candidates  must  also  make  them- 
selves familiar  with  the  contents  of  Form  H.S.I. 

Scope  of  Examination. — Candidates  will  be  examined 
in  any  or  all  of  the  following  subjects:  — 

Military  Law  and  King's  Regulations. 

Organisation. 

Infantry  Training. 

Musketry. 

Map  Reading  and  Field  Sketching. 

Reconnaissance. 

Field  Engineering. 

Elementary  Military  Hygiene. 

and  will  be  expected  to  have  a  good  general  knowledge 
of  the  contents  of  the  official  handbooks  on  these 
subjects.  The  examinations  will  be  entirely  written; 
and  to  pass,  a  candidate  must  obtain  .5  in  each  of  the 
subjects.  Special  certificates  will  be  granted  to  thos.e 
candidates    who   receive    .75    or    over  in    each    subject. 

Previous  Military  or  other  Training. — Those  with 
previous  military  training    can  enter   for   examination 
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direct,  i.e.,  without  going  through  a  course  of  home 
study,  provided  that  they  can  satisfy  their  Company 
Commander  or  Battalion  Commandant  that  they  are  in 
every  way  qualified  to  take  full  advantage  of  the 
examination.  This  also  applies  to  those  who  have 
attended  the  Instructional  Classes  organised  by  the 
Central  Association,  or  local  instructional  classes  duly 
recognised  by  the  Central  Association.  A  candidate  who 
has  put  in  a  full  attendance  at  such  a  class  shall  be 
deemed  as  eligible  for  examination. 

Fees. — Each  candidate,  as  and  when  he  makes 
application  for  permission  to  attend  for  examination, 
will  pay  an  Examination  Fee  of  half-a-guinea.  Such 
fees  will  be  forwarded,  with  applications,  to  the  Ex- 
amining Board,  who  will,  if  any  application  be  refused, 
cause  the  Examination  Fee  to  be  refunded. 

Places  Wild  Times. — The  Examining  Board  appointed 
in  each  County  will  arrange,  through  the  County 
Executive  Committee,  for  examinations  to  be  held  at 
places  and  times  most  convenient  to  the  majority,  on  the 
dates  set  from  time  to  time  by  the  Cenl^ral  Association. 
Due  notice  of  arrangements  must  be  given  to  all  Corps 
concerned. 

Correspondence. — All  correspondence  should  be  sub- 
mitted through  the  proper  channel  (see  paragraph  75, 
Official  Regulations).  Candidates,  or  prospective 
candidates,  for  examination  must  on  no  account  write 
direct  to  the  Central  Association  on  any  matter  arising 
out  of  these  Home  Study  Courses.

Rules  Governing  the  Application  for  Examination. 

1.  Candidates  must  be  officers  or  N.C.O.'s  of 
Volunteer  Training  Corps  affiliated  to  the  Central 
Association  Volunteer  Training  Corps.  Officers  and 
N.C.O.'s  shall  be  eligible  for  examination  provided  they 
receive  the  necessary  recommendation  from  their 
Superior  Officer. 

2.  Candidates  below  the  rank  of  Company  Com- 
mander must  make  application  for  permission  to  attend 
for  examination,  through  their  Company  Commanders, 
at  least  four  weeks  in  advance  of  date  set  for  such 
examination,    on   C.A.   Form  H.S.3. 

A  Company  Commander  or  Sub-Commandant  of  a 
Battalion  desirous  of  becoming  a  candidate  for  ex- 
amination will  fill  in  C.A.  Form  H.S.3,  and  forward 
it  to  his  Battalion  Commandant,  who  will,  if  he  thinks 
proper,  forward  the  form  to  the  Examining  Board  con- 
cerned, together  with  a  recommendation  on  C.A.  Form 
H.S.4. 

A  Commandant  of  a  Battalion  desirous  of  becoming 
a  candidate  for  examination  will  fill  in  C.A.  Form 
H.S.3,  and  forward  it  to  the  Board  appointed  to  super- 
intend examinations  in  his  County,  for  their  approval. 

3.  Company  Commanders  shall  forward  applications 
received    by    them   to  their   Battalion   Commandants, 
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together  with  certificates  of  recommendation  (on  C.A. 
Form  H.S.4).  A  Company  Commander  before  recom- 
mending an  officer  or  N.C.O.  as  suitable  for  examina- 
tion should  satisfy  himself  that  each  applicant  is 
qualified  to  attend  and  take  full  advantage  of  the 
examination. 

4.  Battalion  Commandants  shall  forward  the  applica- 
tion forms  and  certificates  of  suitable  candidates  to  the 
Board  appointed  to  superintend  Examinations  in  their 
respective  Counties,  who  shall,  when  an  application  has 
been  accepted,  issue  to  the  Battalion  Commandant  con- 
cerned a  card  (C.A.  Form  H.S.5),  stating  thai 
applicant  must  present  himself  for  examination  at  an 
appointed  place  and  hour.  When  these  cards  reach  the 
hands  of  Battalion  Commandants  they  shall  immedi- 
ately cause  them  to  be  forwarded  to  the  O.C.  the  unit 
concerned,  who  shall  at  once  cause  them  to  be  issued  to 
the  candidates,  together  with  copies  of  any  circulars 
dealing  with  the  examination.  It  is  imperative  this  be 
done  without  delay. 

5.  Candidates  must  conform  in  every  respect  with 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  issued  by  the 
Central  Association  from  time  to  time  governing  these 
examinations.  Care  should  be  taken  that  each  candidate 
is  fully  conversant  with  such  rules  and  regulations. 

6.  Each  candidate  shall  pay  the  sum  of  half-a-guinea 
to  the  Central  Association  as  entrance  fee  for  examina- 
tion, such  sum  to  be  payable  through  the  Board 
appointed  to  superintend  examinations  in  applicant's 
County. 

7.  The  decision  of  the  Central  Association  must  be 
accepted  as  final  in  all  cases. 

SIGNALLING  GLASSES. 

129b.  The  Central  Association  of  Volunteer  Training 
Corps  i:ias  instituted  a  series  of  Instructional  Classes  open 
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to  members  of  Volunteer  Training  Corps,  with  the  object 
of  giving  them  an  opportunity  of  obtaining,  under 
skilful  guidance,  courses  of  instruction  in  the  various 
branches  of  Army  Signalling,  viz..  Flag  Signalling 
(Morse  and  Semaphore),  Discs,  and  Lamps,  and  the 
combined  Buzzer  and  Field  Telephone. 

The  Central  Association  views  it  as  a  matter  of  prime 
importance  that  field  operations  in  signalling  by 
Volunteer  Training  Corps  should  be  carried  out  on  strict 
military  lines,  so  that  Corps  may  work  with  a  complete 
understanding.  With  this  end  in  view  Commandants 
of  Volunteer  Training  Corps  are  urged  to  encourage 
their  men  to  attend  these  Classes  for  standardised  in- 
struction, and  to  utilise  the  services  of  the  Central 
Association  Instructors,  by  arranging  for  their  signallers 
to  attend  these  Classes  and  to  be  examined  for 
proficiency,  and  the  right  to  wear  the  signalling  badge 
issued  by  the  Central  Association. 

The  object  of  the  examination  is  to  ascertain  if  an 
Officer,  N.C.O.,  or  man  is,  or  is  not,  qualified  to  wear 
the  Central  Association's  Badge.  The  aim  is  to  acquire 
a  personal  acquaintance  with  each  candidate,  and  to 
test  his  ability  to  apply  his  knowledge  practically  and 
theoretically. 

Class. — The  work  of  the  Class  will  be  divided  into  two 
Sections,   as  follows  :  — 

Section  A. — A  course  of  technical  lectures 
explanatory  of  the  Theory  and  Construction  of 
the  signalling  instruments,  i.e.,  Lamps,  Buzzer 
and  Field  Telephones,  including  the  method  of 
connecting  up  the  stations  by  wires  and  cable 
and  the  electrical  connections  at  the  Signalling 
Stations,  and  ^practical  work  in  connection 
therewith. 

Section  B. — A  course  of  lectures  explanatory  of 
the  requirements  in  connection  with  all 
branches  of  Signalling  duties,  and  practical 
work  in  connection  therewith^ 
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One  hour  each  evening  will  be  devoted  to  lectures  and 
one  hour  to  practical  work  in  connection  with  each 
Section  with  the  various  apparatus  and  plant.  Lectures 
and  practical  work  undeir  Sections  A  and  B  will  be  taken 
on  alternate  days.  Practical  work  in  the  field  will  also 
be  arranged  for  on  Saturdays,  as  opportunity  arises. 
Officers,  N.C.O.'s,  and  men  are  eligible  to  enter  the 
class. 

Fees. — The  fee  for  the  class  is  half-a-guinea.  All  fees 
are  payable  in  advance,  and  should  be  forwarded  with 
application.  Fees  sent  in  by  those  whose  applications 
are  not  accepted  will  be  returned  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  closing  date  for  entry.

Examinaiion. — At  the  conclusion  of  the  course  can- 
didates will  be  examined,  by  the  Instructors,  in  the  sub- 
jects comprising  the  Course.  The  qualifying  badge  for 
signalling,  authorised  by  the  Central  Association,  will  be 
awarded,  together  with  a  special  certificate  for  pro- 
ficiency, to  those  passing  the  examination.  The  qualify- 
ing standards  for  the  Signalling  Badge  are  given  in 
paragraph  111. 

Rules. 

1.   The  wearing  of  uniform  is  optional. 

2. — Members  must  provide  themselves  with  two 
standard  flags,  2  ft.  by  2  ft.,  with  3  ft.  6  in.  pole. 
Lamps,  Buzzer  and  Telephone  Instruments  will,  as  far 
as  possible,  be  provided  by  the  Central  Association, 
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3.  Members  are  expected  to  attend  punctually  and 
to  remain  for  the  whole  period  of  each  lecture  or  drill. 
Leaving  before  time  seriously  disorganises  the  work,  and 
can  be  permitted  only  under  exceptional  circumstances. 

4.  The  decision  of  the  Central  Association  must  be 
accepted  as  final  in  all  cases. 

5.  During  drill  or  lectures  no  member  may  address  or 
question  the  Instructors  or  any  other  member.  Strict 
silence  must  be  maintained. 

6.  Military  discipline  must  be  strictly  adhered  to, 
both  in  the  letter  and  spirit.

THE  HAGUE  CONVENTION. 

130.  The  legality  of  the  Volunteer  Movement  is  set 
out  in  the  following  quotation  from  the  Hague  Con- 
vention :  — 

Section  I. — Of  Belligerents. 

Chapter  I. — The  Status  of  Belligerent. 

Article  I. — The  laws,  rights,  and  duties  of  war  apply 
not  only  to  the  Army,  but  also  to  Militia  and  Volunteer 
Corps  fulfilling  all  the  following  conditions  :  — 

1.  They  must  be  commanded  by  a  person  responsible 

for  his  subordinates; 

2.  They  must  have  a  fixed  distinctive  sign  recog- 

nisable at  a  distance; 

3.  They  must  carry  arms  openly;  and 

4.  They  must  conduct  their  operations  in  accordance 

with  the  laws  and  customs  of  war. 

In  countries  where  Militia  or  Volunteer  Corps  consti- 
tute the  Army,  or  form  part  of  it,  they  are  included 
under  the  denomination  ''  Army."

That  Corps  affiliated  to  this  Central  Association  are 
included  under  the  denomination  ''  Army  "  is  borne  out 
by  the  three  Official  Recognitions  by  the  State  of  the 
Volunteer  Corps  affiliated  to  this  Association. 

1.  Statement  by  the  Prime  Minister  in  the  House 

of  Commons  on  the  17th  November,  1914,  in 
reply  to  a  question  by  Sir  Henry  Craik; 
which  st^-^ted  that  the  Government  had 
decided  to  recognise  the  C.A.V.T.C.  and 
Corps  affiliated  thereto  (see  para.  2). 

2.  Letter  signed  by  Sir  R.  Brade  on  behalf  of  the 

Army  Council  addressed  to  Lord  Des- 
borough  as  President  of  the  Central  Associa- 
tion Volunteer  Training  Corps,  dated  the 
19th  November,  1914,  confirming  this  recog- 
nition, and  stating  the  conditions  of  recog- 
nition (see  para.  7). 

3.  Statement  by  the  Home  Office  to  the  Lord  Lieu- 

tenants of  certain  counties  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  dated  30/11/14  (see  para.   13). 

The  conditions  laid  down  by  Rule  1  of  Article*  I.  of 
the  Hague  Convention  are  met  by  the  War  Office  Regu- 
lations and  Rules  of  the  Central  Association.  Only 
Corps  are  recognised  by  the  Association  that  can  satisfy 
their  Inspecting  Officers  that  they  are  being  properly 
conducted  and  commanded  by  competent  Officers. 

Rule  2  of  Article  I.  is  met  by  the  5-inch  Brassard, 
which  is  red,  and  when  fixed  is  a  '^  distinctive  sign  recog- 
nisable at  a  distance. '* 

Rules  3  and  4  naturally  would  be  adhered  to  because, 
in  case  of  invasion.  Corps  would  come  under  the  control 
of  the  General  Officer  in  command  of  the  Pistrict,

Rules  and  Regulations. 

130a.  1-  The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Central 
Association  and  the  War  Office  for  the  conduct  of  Volun- 
teer Training  Corps^  in  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  to 
V.T.C.  Field  Ambulance,  shall  be  adhered  to. 

2.  The  training  of  such  Corps  shall  be  on  the  lines 
laid  down  in  ''  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  Training, 
1911.''  A  syllabus  of  training  will  be  found  on  pages 
10/11. 

3.  The  portions  of  Infantry  Training  to  be  used  in  a 
V.T.C.  Field  Ambulance  are  those  dealing  with  :  —

4.  The  personnel  for  a  Field  Ambulance  Section 
attached  to  a  Battalion  V.T.C.  shall  be  as  below,  and 
shall  be  known  as  a  V.T.C.  Field  Ambulance  Section. 
Nor  must  this  establishment  be  exceeded  for  each 
Battalion.

To  make  up  complete  establishments  there  should 
be  thirty  more  trained  men,  but  if  these  are 
not  available,  men  can  be  detailed  to  act  as 
bearers  from  the  Infantry  Battalion,  30.

Apart  from  and  in  addition  to  this  Field  Ambulance 
each  Battalion  should  have  16  men  trained  as  Stretcher 
Bearers  who  will  not  form  part  of  the  Ambulance  per- 
sonnel. 

5.  All  such  Detachments  in  a  County  shall  be  linked 
up,  and  three  such  Sections  shall  be  known  as  V.T.C. 
Field  Ambulance,  and  be  available  when  the  County 
Volunteers  are  working  as  a  Regiment. 

6.  A  County  Medical  Commandant,  with  V.T.C. 
rank  of  Battalion  Commandant,  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  County  President  on  the  advice  of  the  Regimental 
Commandant,  and  he  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
organisation,  training  and  inspection  of  the  V.T.C. 
Field  Ambulance  throughout  the  County. 

7.  The  appointment  of  all  Officers  to  V.T.C.  Ambu- 
lance shall  be  by  the  County  President,  acting  on  the 
advice  of  the  County  Medical  Commandant,  and  on  the 
lines  laid  down  in  Official  Regulations  of  V.T.C.  for  the 
appointment  of  Officers. 

8.  No  Officer  shall  be  appointed  except  he  has  a  recog- 
nised Medical  qualification,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Quartermaster. 

9.  Members  of  V.T.C.  Field  Ambulance  must  wear, 
when  in  uniform,  the  Official  Ambulance  Badge  of  the 
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Central  Association.  If  they  are  embodied  as  a  Field 
Ambulance  for  Active  Service,  they  would  be  supplied, 
when  they  are  called  out,  with  the  Government  Red 
Cross  Armlet.  Until  such  eventuality  the  red  cross 
cannot  be  worn,  but  the  official  ambulance  badge  of  the 
Central  Association  should  be  worn  on  the  right  sleeve. 
See  para.  114. 

10.  All  men  must  qualify  for  the  Field  Ambulance 
by  obtaining  the  First  Aid  Certificate  of  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society  and  the  St.  John's  Ambulance  Associa- 
tion. 

11.  An  Officer  in  Command  of  the  Field  Ambulance 
Section  must  keep  a  record  of  all  Classes  of  Instruction 
in  technical  subjects  as  regards  dates,  number  attended, 
and  progress.  He  will  be  responsible  that  every  N.C.O. 
and  men  serving  under  his  Command  is  afforded 
facilities  to  attend  all  classes  that  may  be  necessary  to 
qualify  for  advancement,  and  he  will  inquire  into  the 
causes  of  all  instances  of  N.C.O.'s  and  men,  who,  being 
eligible  to  qualify,  do  not  attend  the  prescribed  courses. 
After  they  have  obtained  the  First  Aid  Certificate  they 
should  be  trained  in  Field  work  as  Stretcher  Bearers,  in 
nursing  duties,  in  clerk's  duties,  cook's  duties  and 
transport  duties,  but  the  general  training  of  the  men 
for  their  duties  must  be  carried  out  by  the  Sectional 
Medical  Officers  supervised  by  the  County  Medical  Com- 
mandant.

131  .  The    Rules    and    Regulations    of    the    Central  c.A.V.T 
Association  Volunteer  Training  Corps  as  regards  uni-  adhered 
form,   badges  of  rank,   and  discipline  shall  be  strictly 
adhered  to,  with  the  exceptions  hereinafter  laid  down. 

132.  A  separate  Section  of  the  Central  Association  of  officer 
Volunteer  Training  Corps  has  been  established  at  the  Charge. 
Association  Headquarters,  Judges'  Quadrangle,  Royal* 
Courts  of  Justice,  to  which  is  entrusted,  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Executive  Comnlittee,  the  duty 
of  dealing  with  all  questions  relating  to  the  National 
Motor  Volunteers.  The  Officer  in  charge  of  this  Section 
and  Commandant,  should  the  Units  be  required  for 
National  purposes,  is  Major-General  D.  C.  F.  Macintyre, 
C.B.  He  will  work  in  communication  with  the  Executive 
Military  Department,  and  is  a  member  ol  the  Military 
Committee  of  the  Central  Association.

3.  To  organise  such  Motor  Corps  into  County  or  City 
Regimental  Organisations,  wiiich,  while  preserving  their 
autonomy  in  the  same  way  as  Volunteer  Training  Corps 
Battalions  of  County  Regiments,  will  be  under  the  Com- 
mand of  the.  Commandant  of  the  County  Volunteer 
Regiments.  To  see  that  the  rules  of  the  Army  Council 
conditional  to  the  recognition  of  Volunteers  are  strictly 
adhered  to,  both  in  Ihe  letter  and  spirit. 

N.B. — In  cases  wliere  Motorists,  Motor  Cyclists  or 
Cyclists  are  at  present  attached  to  Volunteer  Battalions 
nothing  in  this  rule  shall  be  held  to  require  their  detach- 
ment therefrom. 

Duties  of  National  Motor  or  Cycle  Volunteers. 

Duties  of  134.   1.  When  attached  to  Battalions  to  act  as  scouts,

arc:—  from  Battalions — 

In  communication  with  County  Commandants  or  with 
the  properly  constituted  Military  Authorities — the  rapid 
conveyance  of  troops  to  any  threatened  point,  in  the  case 
of  an  invasion  or  raid  or  other  case  of  military  necessity. 
Should  time  permit  these  military  duties  will  always  be 
carried  out  with  the  previous  sanction  of  the  County  or 
City  Regimental  Commandant.  Should  time  not  per- 
mit of  this,  a  report  must  invariably  be-  made  to  the 
County  or  City  Regimental  Commandant  as  soon  as 
possible  of  the  military  duty  done,  and  an  explanation 
given  of  why  his  previous  orders  were  not  obtained. 

3.  Scouting,  intelligence  work,  if  undertaken  at  the 
request  of  the  Military  Authorities,  must  be  reported  to 
the  County  or  City  Regimental  Commandant,  and 
previous  sanction  obtained  should  time  permit. 
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4.  Hospital  work,  such  as  conveyance  of  wounded  and 
health  rides  to  convalescent  soldiers  and  sailors.  For 
this  the  previous  sanction  of  Ihe  County  Commandant  is 
not  necessary,  but  he  will,  should  he  so  desire,  be  kept 
acquainted  with  what  is  done. 

5.  Conveyance  of  arms,  munitions  and  food  for 
troops  or  Volunteers,  if  undertaken  at  request  of  military 
authorities,  is  to  be  reported  to  County  or  City  Kegi- 
mental  Commandant,  and  previous  sanction  obtained 
should  time  permit. 

135.  The  bases  of  organisation  shall  be  the  County.  Organisation 
The  Unit  shall  be  the  Squadron.       Where  there  are  a 
sufficient    number    of    Squadrons    they    may,    with    thef 
sanction  of  the  County  or  City  Commandant,  be  orga- 
nised into  Battalions.       Such  Squadrons  or  Battalions 

shall  work  with  and  under  the  command  of  County  or 
City  Commandants,  and  while  part  of  the  County 
Organisation,  shall  remain  distir  t  from  the  Infantry 
and  Engineer  Volunteers  in  the  same  way  as  such  do  in 
the  Regular  Army.  They  shall  be  available  for 
National  purposes  as  well  as  for  those  of  their  County. 
Rules  for  the  national  duties  on  which  they  may  be 
required  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  the  Organisation 
develops. 

N.B. — Nothing  in  this  rule  shall  be  held  to  interfere 
with  the  status  of  those  motor  or  motor  cyclists  or  bicycle 
Volunteers  which  are  at  present  an  integral  part  of 
Battalions.

136.  1.  Those  eligible  for  service  in  Motor  Volunteer  Membership. 
Training  Corps  must  be  owners  or  drivers  of  motor  cars 

or  motor  cycles  (private  or  commercial),  who  are  not 
qualified  for  service  in  the  Regular  Forces,  and  must 
comply  with  the  terms  of  the  War  Office  Letter  of  the 
19th  November,  1914,  reference  number  20/Gen.No./ 
3604  (A.G.I.).     (See  Para,  7.)

2.  A  Commandant  shall  be  appointed  for  each  Motor 
Volunteer  Corps  on  the  recommendation  of  the  County 
Commandant,  with  the  approval  and  formal  appoint- 
ment of  the  President  of  the  County  Committee  of  the 
County  Volunteer  Training  Corps.  The  nomination  of 
other  Officers  shall  lie  with  the  Commandant  of  the 
County  Motor  Volunteers  and  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  County  Regimental  Commandant,  subject  to  the 
formal  appointment  of  the  President  of  the  Committee 
of  the  County  Volunteer  Training  Corps. 

The  Central  Association  has  approved  of  the  ranks  of 
Squadron  and  Half-Squadron  Commander  for  Officers 
of  the  National  Motor  Volunteers.  These  ranks  will 
correspond  with  those  of  Company  and  Platoon  Com- 
mander respectively,  and  have  the  same  badges  of  rank. 

3.  The  Commandant  of  each  Company  must  keep  a 
Register — 

(a)  Of  all  the  vehicles  available,  with  full  particulars 

of  the  make  and  horsepower  of  the  cars  and 
motor  cycles,  seating  capacity,  registered 
letters,  numbers  and  type  of  body.

disposal  of  the  Section. 

4.  A  return  must  be  kept  of  the  public  duties  each  car 
performs,  which  must  be  forwarded  monthly  to  the  Com- 
mandant of  the  County  Motor  Volunteers. 

5.  Regular  periodical  inspections  must  be  made  of  all 
the  squadrons  or  units  forming  the  County  Motor  Volun- 
teer Corps  by  the  Commandant  of  the  County  or  City 
Regiment,  and  the  reports  thereon  must  be  dispatched  to 
and  filed  at  County  Headquarters  so  as  to  be  available 
whenever  required  for  inspection  by  the  Officer  deputed 
from  the  C.A.V.T.C.  Headquarters  for  this  purpose — 
who  will  ordinarily  be  the  Officer  in  charge  of  the 
National  Motor  Volunteers  Section. 
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137.  6.  The    special    badge    designed    for    the   Motor  Badges. 
Section  must  be  worn  on  the  cap,  and  the  designation  of

8.  The  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Central  Asso- 
ciation Volunteer  Training  Corps  as  regards 
ranks,  uniform,  badges  and  general  conduct 
of  a  Volunteer  Corps,  in  so  far  as  they  are 
applicable  to  a  Motor  Corps,  shall  be  strictly 
adhered  to,  and  any  infringement  of  same 
will  make  a  Corps  liable  to  disaffiliation.
